Government, the Right Hon. Sir Joba 4. 
Matdosald, for the purpose of providing s 
general Election Law, in the matter of elec- 
«hens of members to serve in the House of 
Commons, which sball be applicable alike in 
all the Provinces of the Dominion. The ex- 
tating laws in the respective Rroviaces, in so 
far as they are inconsistent with this Act, 
will be tbereby repealed. As it is « Minis- 
terial measure, there can be no doubt that it 
will become lew, although in some of its de- 
tails it may undergo certain modifications to 
gait the local requirements of individual 
Provinces. A draft of the Bill is before us, 
and a refereace to a few of its leading fea- 
tures will, we feel assured, be of interest to 
eur readers, In many respects it differs 
widely from existing statutes, and while as a 
whole it may be deemed so improvement 
upon them, nevertheless, speaking for British 
Columbia, in some respects its provisions wilt 
not give very great satisfaction to the people 
of this Province. As regards the franchise, 
it is not nearly so liberal ae our owa local 
law, and uoless our representatives in the 
Commons succeed, as we doubt not they will! 
eadeavor to, in obtaining a modification of 
the bill so as to except British Colambia from 
its operations in this respect, many intelli- 
% electors whose names are now on the 
voters’ lists will be stripped of the franchise 
ead be allowed neitber part nor let in the 
matter of fatare clectivns of meabers to the 
House of Commons.

Tbat inthe possession of the St, Lawrence 
the people of the Dominion, not only bave 
a great power ia its being the most direct and 
cheapest route for the trade of the Domiviva 
aod the Westera United Staves, but it will be 
found thut itis also the most direct route 
to Europe for telegraphic commucation. 

That a company in England and the Do- 
mivion in conjun-tien with a company in 
Deamark, bave obtcined the right to lay 
down cables on the Faroe Islands, Iceland 
or other Danish po sssions on the Atlantic, 
and are prepared to make the attempt to ob- 
tiie the necessary capitsl fur te euterprise, 
ef securing direct communication ty tele- 
graph between England and the Duminivn, 
through the Straits of Belle I-le, provided 
that liberal aid is afforded by the Dominion 
(duveroment to gite eucoursgement and con- 
fidence to thoseengagedin it.
